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ABOUT OUR DIOCESE 


The Archdiocese of St. Louis is 178 parishes encompassing the City of St. Louis and 10 
surrounding counties — a large and diverse territory: urban, suburban and rural. 


Our local church has been declining for several decades as older Catholics die and 
there are insufficient number of young Catholics to take their place. 


This is best exemplified by the significant decline in the number of births and baptisms in 
our diocese. 


As our Catholic population has moved from the city to the near suburbs and from the 
near suburbs to the farther out suburbs, this has resulted in too few priests in large 
parishes and too many priests in small parishes. 


Our diocesan priests are aging and number of priests to serve our Catholic population is 
declining. 


Over the past decade, Mass attendance has been on a steady decline. The long-term 
implications of COVID are unknown, but the rebound in Mass attendance from 2020 to 
2021 still leaves us 25% below pre-COVID levels.

* The cost to educate our students 
continues to outpace tuition increases. 


* Parish investment in our schools 
continues to absorb an increasing 
percentage of parish funds available to 
support other parish ministries.

OUR PRIESTS ARE AGING 


35% of our diocesan priests (74 
priests) serving in parishes are 65 
years of age or older. 


These 74 priests could retire in the 
next 10 years. 


Though priests' retirement age is 75, 
the average of retirement for our 
diocesan priests has been 71. 


By 2026, we will have fewer diocesan 
priests to serve in parishes than the 
number of parishes we have. 


Our largest parishes will still need to 
be served by 2-3 priests.

ABOUT OUR PLANNING AREA 


* The planning area is in St. Louis County. The geography of this area is defined by 
several Interstates (64, 70, 170 and 270), the Missouri River to the west and St. 
Louis City to the east. 


e It is made up of parishes from the southern part of North County and northern part 
of West County deaneries. There are 10 territorial parishes, 1 personal parish and 
4 elementary schools. Currently there are 10 diocesan priests assigned to this 
group. 


* Clusters of church buildings exist in the University City and Overland Area with 
parishes within a few miles of each other. St. Roch and the Cathedral are also 
within a few miles of All Saints. Our Lady of Guadalupe is 5 to 7 miles from these 
parishes. The parishes in the western half of the planning area (Maryland Heights 
and Creve Coeur) are all within 3 to 5 miles of each other. 


OUR PLANNING AREA HAS A VERY DIVERSE POPULATION 
Total population in the planning area in the 2020 census was up 196 from 2010. 


The percent of the population that is white has decreased from 7196 in 2000 to 
5296 in 2020. 
* The black population has been stable 
* This area has one of the highest concentrations of Latinos in the Archdiocese — the 
planning area is only 7%, but there are areas that are 10-15%. 
* The area also has a large and growing Jewish, Indian (from India), Asian, and Middle 
Eastern population. 


1196 of the population is registered Catholic, which is lower than the Diocesan 
average of 1896. 


Median household income in the area is $57,700, slightly below the archdiocesan 
average of $60,700.

OUR PLANNING AREA CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
ENROLLMENT DECREASED 


The four elementary schools in this planning area have 703 children enrolled, down 
14% from 5 years ago. All four elementary schools have under 200 students. 


The schools generally draw heavily from outside their parish boundaries. 


The number of students going to Catholic elementary schools from the parishes in 
the planning area is 512. 


There are 393 students enrolled in PSR in 2021, down 3296 from 5 years earlier.

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ABOUT OUR PARISH 


St. Richard parish was founded in 1963 to 
serve the growing suburban population in the 
Creve Coeur/Olivette area. There were never 
many Catholics in this racially and ethnically 
diverse area. The parish never had more than 
900 households and never had more than 
225 students in the school. Enrollment 
dropped below 130 for 8 years and finally 
closed in 2014. 


In recent years, the parish has developed a 
deaf ministry and the Archdiocesan Office of 
Deaf Ministry is located at the parish. 


This is a parish of nearly 600 households. 
The original parish church dedicated in 1965 
seats 400. 


ABOUT OUR PARISH 


e An increasing racially and ethnically and religiously diverse area. 


* This is an aging parish. The closing of the parish school resulted in a decline 
in children in Catholic schools and a brief increase in PSR enrollment that 
then later also declined. Mass attendance may have returned to pre-COVID 
levels 


* Closing of the school resulted in improved financial condition at the parish 
allowing parish reserves to grow. 


OUR PARISH AREA IS INCREASINGLY DIVERSE ETHNICALLY AND 
RACIALLY 


* There has been some small growth of primarily apartments and retirement 
homes in the area. 


* The demographics of this area continues to change: 
* White population: 1990 — 81%; 2000 — 76%; 2010 — 65%; 2020 — 55% 
e Asian population: 1990 — 296; 2000 — 5%; 2010 — 10%; 2020 — 1396 
* The area also has a notable Jewish, Muslim, and Hindu population. 
e 48% of households are renters. 


e Median household income is $66,500 which is above the archdiocesan 
average of $60,700. 


e 12% of the resident population is Catholic which is well below the 
archdiocesan average of 18%.
